By fostering
the Infirmary they provide an ssylum for the offlict
ed, who would otherwise be unable to procure medical
assistance. A patient in the lnfirmary will receive the
daily attention of a physician and surgeon, board, lodg
ing, in spacious, neatly kept ronms, and conslant allen
tion from diligent and ‘skillul nurses, for five dollars per
week. The laboring classes cannol possibly afford to
provide in sickness, one half of the comforts that are
fornished in the Infirmary. Servants can seldom meet
with anything like the same care ond attention which
they receive there; 8o that, by cherishing the Infirmary,
its patrons diminish their cares, trouble and expenses,
multiply those comfgrts so grateful to a bed of sickness,
and greatly augment the chances of a speedy and per-
manent recovery loYhe sufferers. Surely these consid |
erations will not be lightly thrown aside by the intelli- |
gent and philanthropic citizens of Richmond.

Let us now take n brief view of some of the advan- |
tages which this College holds out to the stodent of me- |
dicine.

The contract which the
Faculty have entered into with the General Government
will plac te in it many diseased mariners—increasing its
resource 8, and extending the variety of interesting coses.
Thie, to gether with the Alms House and Penitentiary,
which a re under the superintendence of two of the pro-
fessors, : ind to which the Students have secess, will, in
the cour 'se of a session, probably furnish cases of alinost
every di-sease incident to our climate. Daring the ses-
sion wh ich closed in April last, Llie professors exhibited
to the el ass almost all the simnple and complicated surgi-
cal nper: ttions upon the living subject.

The s bundance of the best material for diseections,
the ease and cheapnees with which it can be procured,
furnish advantages not to be met with at any institution
Norile o7 the Polomac, and equal, if not snperior, to any
in the U nited States.

The M luseum, which slready contains many valuable
anatomic &l preparations, and fine specimens of morbid
siructure , is rapidly increasing, and will soon present a
collectic: n surpassed by none in this country.
